SLAUGHTER BEGINS AT SUNRISE— 


SIX THOUSAND DEER TO 


BE KILLKD 


.MAJJ1SON, VVis., Nov. 6—The 
open 


season for hunting deer in Wisconp.in 
will begin at suDrise on .Nov. 
11 and 


close at sun««t on Nov. 30. Within that 
period it is expected that at least 6,000 
deer -will- be i*!iaa. State Game Warden 
John A. "Sholts, Sparta, s*ys ift'at' deer 
urei pSauJJu! '.T. trie state, sod that if 
weather conditions are favorable more 
than 6,000 deer will be killed during the 
season. 
He estimates that there arc 


about 20,000 ucer in the state. Some of 
them run over into Michigan Mid Minne- 
sota occasionally, but most of them re- 
turn. The feeding spots ia Wisconsin are 
the best in the 'northwest. While 
the 


lumber barons Tvere cutting 
thfe 
pine 


trees thay .fed -their big horses with tiie 
finest of timothy ana'o'tlier grasses. Lat- 
er the roods and trails of the. northern 
part of the state reproduced 
theao 


grasses and now line feeding lands <aun be 
found, in oil sections of that part of the 
state. 
In. -addition, a considerable pro- 


portion of'the. Isnd'has been brought 
under cultivation and the deer go .orag- 
ing on cabbage fields and other vegeta- 
bles. THe foraging of the deer has al- 
most become a iwisance in some districts 
and during the last session of tlie legisla- 
ture a bill ws* intr»duced providing that 
the state be li»blj to property owners 
for damage done by deer. The bill did 
aot become a law. 


It is unlawful for i. person to buy, sell 


or olfer for .sain any deer or part of the 
'CTLrKU|E Qf-g._de»r. at_gny time- Hunters 
'must -hereafter kill their deer themselves 
instead of buying them from local hunt- 
ers, as WAS .often the case, in .years past. 


Many Will Hunt 
. . 


State Game Warden Sholts says, lis 


cant astimate the number of hunters 
that will bf in the field during the open 
season for deer; but it will be up in the 
thousands. H«.estimates.thai about 80,- 
000 residents have secured hunting ]i- 
ceneee SIMB the season opened on Sept. 1. 
Perhaps one-fourth of ibese will.-hunt for 
deer. 'JTiat estimate m*y be large, but 
nearly every adult roan in the central 
and northern part of the state has »n 
opportunity to hunt d«r. So far licenses 
to hunt :decr huve been issued to ITS non- 
residents. Thia. number may be doubled 
by th« time the season, opens. The price 
of a. license fdr a resident is $1 and lor 
a non-resident $26.. A nonresident may 
secure a license to hunt 
small game, 


everything but deer, for.$10. So for this 
season 159 of tliese licenses have been is- 
sued. 


If more snow falls in the northern part 


of the state. 'Or rather, if snow fulls in 
the deer counties prior to the open season 
the number of deer killed will be unus- 
unlly brge. State Warden Sholts says. It 
is well known that a cover of snow helps 
deer hunters. The deer «re big and-tut 
this season as feeding conditions have 
been excellent. 


Will Put On Extra Wardens 


State .Game Warden Sholts is prepar- 


ing to put about fifteen 
extra deputy 


wardens on his force for the deer aeaaon. 
His regular force consists of sixty depu- 
ties. H« is planning to put most of these 
deputies into ti>e i!fi!r_countM>s during the 
open season, and will insist on a strict 
enforcement of the laws.

IDENT, SUCCUMBS TO HEART 


DISEASE 


LIVED HERE OVER 50 YEARS 


Physicians Believe Deceased Dead Sever- 


al Hoars When Discovered by Harry 


Leeman, Pure Milk Company Employe 
—Apparently in Good Health Saturday. 


When Harry Leeman. employed by the 


Racine Pure Milk company to deliver 
oream .and milk, entered the home of 
Mrs. Ellen Brown, 912 Liberty street, 
about 8 o'clock Sunday morning, he was 
horrified to discover Mrs. Brown lying 
in the floor, near a stove, dead. He im- 
mediately notified neighbors and the po- 
lice department was informed. 
•• .Later Coroner JonAjt Hoyle was sum- 
moned, and took charge of the body. An 
examination by physicians indicated that, 
death wo* due to heart trouble and that 
Mrs. Brown had. probably been dead a 
number of hours. An inquest was not 
deemed necessary. 


Lived Here Over 50 Years 


Mrs. Brown was about 80 years old 


and one of the oldest residents of Racine, 
having livod here more tha£ naif a een- 
tury. She was the divorced wife of 
Christian Brown, at one time a leading 
furrier and hatter of this city, now of 
Eng-in, HI. After separating from her 
husband Mrs. Brown lived with relatives 
for a. number of year*, but failing to get 
along with them she lived alone for many 
years. 
. She was a ITWSL eccentric woman *nd 
during the past few yesr-s ha* had more 
or leas trouble with her neighbors and 
often called upon the police department 
«jid ask«l for advice and protection. 


Because of her advanced age she wa» 


quite feeble of late and John Felbob, a. 
member of No. 5 lire company, has as- 
sisted her about her home for some 
years; 'Mr. Felbob 
WUB at the Brown 


home Saturday morning and built a flre 
mid at that time she appeared to be in 
her usual 'health. No complaint was 
•made about ilmese. During Saturday 
rooming and paxt of the iriternoon she 
wns seen about the house. 


The belief prevails that she was stand- 


ing by th« stove when stricken down. As 
she did not have many callers her body 
was not discovered until the milk man 
called to deliver the morning supply. 


Boside her divorced husband there sur- 


vive one or two sons and a. daughter. 


The relatives ha.ve been notified^of the 


death.

THE HEAVENS IN NOVEMBER. 


By Prof. Eric DoollWe of tie Unlv«i»lty of Pennsylvania. 


Three rather bright comets not far from the earth: ( Planetary Conjunctions. 


Double stars and Nebulas. 


No one who 1» Interested In watch- 


tag tho face of the heavens can have 
Jailed to notice bow the eastern aky 
baa been continually growing wore 
brilliant as the brlgfct .winter croups 
make their appearance and begin 
their steady, upward march, one 
after 
another. 
The 
magnificent 


Taurns la now high up from the 
ground and coyera a large part of 


roarv.,' 244D B. C., when, according to 
Chinese records, no less than four 
planets were here in conjunction— 
Mercury, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn 
passing one another in the constel- 
lation Places. No leas than three 
conjunctions of JupKw and Saturn 
again here took place in a single 
year, one ol which for a long time 
was .believed to be identical with the

with the large group Andromeda

"Star In the Bart" mentioned In the 
second chapter ,of Matthew, an iden- 
tification now known, to be erro- 
neous. 
Again, when it was known that a 


conjunction of three planets was to 
occur in this watery sign in the year 
1524, the prediction wac made that 
our world would then be deatroyed 
by a second deluge. This prediction 
caused great consternation in that 
day — a 
consternation 
wholly 


groundless, for it happened that that 
particular season was att unusually 
-dry one. And finally, some readers 
may remember that in the year 1881, 
Jupiter, 'Venus and Saturn were 
again here close together for many 
evenings, forming a. most beautiful

We recently had the pleasure of 


seeing a very near approach.of the 
bright planets Saturn and Mare. A 
far more beautiful sight must have 
h»en that which occurred in Feb- 


in the sky. 


DOUB1..E STARS AND NEBULAS 


The faint star groups lying to th< 


southeast oi Andromeda and Pe£a- 
aus arc probably as little known t< 
most observers as any .region of th> 
sky, but a careful exploration with : 
small telescope will show that here 
as elsewhere, there are to be founi 
a great number of beautlZul and in 
ttreutlng objects. Having traced ou 
the faint Triangle, the oboonr r wil 
readily detect that the otar D is : 
beautiful triple, whllo at K there i 
a far fainter and more -difficult pal. 


.hat is one of- the most beautiful 
doubles in the heavens. Tha larger 
star is hero a deep yellow and the 
smaller pne blue. All of the stars 
marked K in Figure 1 will be seen 
p be beautiful doubles in a small 
elescope. 
At the point M, In Figure 1, nearly 


midway between the stars H and L, 
them is a remarkable nabula whoss 
extent is as great as the distance 
acroBS the full moon. This is far 
ainter than tho wonderful Nebula 
of Andromeda at C, and In any but 
.he largest telescopes is & disap- 
pointing object. In these, however, 
t is seen to be an astonishing ar- 
angement of nuclei and spirals, 
brmingr one of the most interesting 
objects of this kind in the sky. Its 
aintneis may be caused by its.great 
distance from us, or it may be due 
to the fact that this enormous cloud 
a not intrinsically bright For one 
of the most interesting result*. re- 
cently derived from a careful study 
of .nebulas is the Indication that at 
oast some of them contain much 
opaque matter which biota out the 
Ight of the more distant stars in 
rront of which they He. 


Below the Triangle is Aries, whow 


brightest star, at R, i« a sun in Terr 
nearly the same .condition as our 
own, 
and which is approaching us 


wltt a speed of nine mUw'a second. 
No less than eight of the early Greek 
temples were orientated to this star. 


The reader doubtless knows that 


our sun seems to pass continually 
around the sky among the stars 
once each year along the path AVB. 
In the springtime it cross™ tl» 
eqnator at V and than the We of a 
new year begins to revive on the 
earth. But this point V is -forever 
backing! steadily along the path BA 
toward the west. In the year 4000 
B C it waa in Taurus, while by 420 
A'. D". it had passed entirely through 
Aries and entered Places, within 
which constellatlon.it le atlll to be 
found. As the stars were so often 
compared with flocks, Jt is not sur- 
prising; that, the name of the Ram 
was given to the group which led ; 
all the rest for so many centuries. 


THE PLANETS. 


Mercury passed into the evening 


sky on October 33, but as it does 
not reach its greatest distance east 
of the sun until December 7 it can 
hardly 
be detected 
during 
this 


month. 


Venus is drawing rapidly outward 


from the aun into the morning sky. 
and on November 26 it will reach its 
greatest distance west, on which 
date it will rise more than three 
hours before sunrise. It now shines 
out no less brilliantly In the morn- 
Ing than a few weeks ago. it was seen 
to shine in the evening sky. In the 
telescope It will be seen to change 
from a crescent shape to a half cir- 
cle during this month. 


Mars and Saturn are high up from 


the ground In the southeast, In ex- 
cellent position for observation. Tae 
strikingly bright red planet is mov- 
ing westward through- Taurus, and 
the more distant Saturn Is moving 
far more slowly westward near the 
eastern border of Aries. Tbe former 
planet attains its nearest distance to 
as' on November 17. at 6 A. M., at 
which time it is but 47,000,000 of 
miles away. It will not, however, 
arrive at tb* point of the /celestial 
sphere exactly opposite the'tain, and 
BO be due south - at. midnight, until 
November 
24. 
Throughout 
this 


month both Mars and Saturn will be 
In the most favorable position.for 
observation of the entire year. 


Jupiter 
which has been drawing 


so near the sun that It has not been 
visible for several weeks, will finally 
pass behind that body and enter the 
morning sky on November 18. It 
cannot, therefore, be observed during 
this month, 


- Uranus is very low in the south- 
.veat at the position shown in FJg- 
ire 1. Neptnne is in the constslta- 
lon Gemini, nearly in a line with 
'ie two Twin stars, bwt beywid the 
orders of onr chart and too low 
.own to be easily found in the tele- 


scope before midnight. 


THE COMETS, 


There are no less than three rather 


bright comets which have recently 
drawn near .our sun, and aro now . 
not far from the earth. The .first o* 
these is the bright' comet Brooka, 
which was so conspicuous ID the 
northwest during the first wee* of ' 
October, but whicfr-bM now puied 
far. 
below the equator, and wfll 


hence never be seen by us. asitn. It 
is still visible to tbos* to situated 
on the earth that they can view the 
southern sky.

The second comet, Xinlike either

When firat- found, 
on the evening of. September 23, it 
was about 
midway between 
the 


Pointers of the Great Dipper and 
Polaris; it was then 
but little 


brighter than a star of the eigtth- 
magnitude. During October it moved 
southward and eastward almost par- 
allel to the Great Dipper, but always 
about ten degrees above it, reaching, 
by November 1, a point 12 decrees 
due east of Areturus. Throughout 
all of thia time it was quite high in 
the northwest in the early evening, 
but it was very faint During Nov- 
ember it will move almost exacttr 
south through Bootes, Serpens and; 
Liura, thus drawing near to the part: 
of the sky in which the third comet' 
is to be found. Toward the end of 
the month it passes the sun and en- 
ters the morning sky. 


The third comet..was by fur the 


brightest and most interesting of 
all, but unfortunately It remained 
always ao very new the sun that it 
could only b« seen with difficulty. 
This was first seen in the-north-, 
eastern-- sky about two boors before^ " 
sunriae, a very little -way to the east; 
of the bright star Regulns; Daring - 
October it passed east of the sun 
across the constellations Leo an* 
Virgo. 
During November it will 


move southward across Libra and 
throughout -the entire length of 
Scorpio, reaching a point 39 degrejo 
below the equator by the end of tn» 
month. Thus, while it may ba de- 
tected toward the beginning of the 
month very low down In the twi- 
light clow In the southwest. Just 
after sunset, it will always be too 
near the son to be well seen. As 
long as it remains In our northern 
•ky it will be fnHy a whole magni- 
tude brighter than Brook's Comet, 
but it will only be fcmnd with <Bf- 
floulty on acconnt of its proximity 
to me sun.

Captain Lawrence Easson Dead; 
Racine Loses Pioneer Resident 


And Lakes a Veteran Navigator 


At 6 o'clock last 
evening, 
Captain 


' Lawrence Artley Eaguon ditd at the fam- 
ily residence, 923 Wisconsin street. Cap- 
tain Basson was stricken with paralysis 
nearly one year ago and all through his 
demise has been expected, the naw» that 
Jbe has passed to the other short will be 
received with sincere sorrow and regret. 


He was one of the pione«r« of Raclie 


county and probably the oldest lake cap- 
tftin in point of years of service, on the 
w«st shore of Lake Michigan. 


A native of Scotland, he was born in 


the city of Perth, in 1827. His parents 
were Thomas and Mary (McAJpino) Ea«- 
aon, both natives of Scotland, bis mother 
being a member of one of the 
oldest 


Highland families. The McAlpincs figur- 
ed conspicuously.in Scottish history.

ed to "America, in company with 
his 


brother James Easson and Ne»l' LaMont-

In the year 1880 Captain laseon was 


appointed' keeper of the Racine Point 
light house, whore he served two yeare, 
after which be was transferred to the 
Racine Harbor light house, and had 
eharge four years. Retiring from the 
light house he sailed the steamer Sey- 
mour and a number of others, but for 
the-past ft-v«en or twenty years ho has 
lived «• retired lifs. Captain Bauon wa» 
admitted to bo ona of the b«»t and most 
skilled navigators on the whole chain "of 
lakas and was known in almost every 
port of entry and as he was a pleasant 
and good natured m»n, became popular 
and everybody liked him.

sRon was joined in wedlock in Racine,
